PRECAUTIONS AGAINST SCAR- 

LET FEVER. 

There seems to be contagion in the 
air, and while scarlet fever is preva- 
lent in other places in the State we 
should uot allow any preventive to re- 
main untried in the effort to keep it 
outof Reno, The 12-year old daugh- 
ter of Mr. Sterling Med Friday in 
Winnemucca of what the doctors call 
scarletina maligna, and the disease is 
liable to spread. In Carson, where it 
prevails to an alarming extent, the 
Appeal says it began in King’s Can- 
yon and gradually crept down into 
the city, and at the present writing 
every physician in the town has as 
many cases as he can attend to, and 
new visitations of the disease are re- 
ported daily. Recent experiments 
made by the French Academy of 
‘Sciences have fully established the 
fact that a patient who is well can 
communicate the insiduous disease 40 
days after full recovery. In many 
cases the disease has been spread 
through gross carelessness and ignor- 
ance. Some families with the disease 
in their homes have alluwed their well 
children to attend school, carrying 
contagion from the sick chamber to 
the crowded school room in their 
clothes, The poison seems more sub- 
tle and far reaching than the conta 
gion of small-pox, and after contagion 
more difficult to handle, setting at 
naught the skill of the best physicians. 
Every house should be disinfected 
with carbolic acid, fumes of tar or 
sulphur, and the out houscs should be 
treated with chloride of lime. A bag 
filled With camphor hung about the 
necks of children and belladonna pills 
will assist in warding off the infeotiou. 
Some signal should also be displayed 
from every house, that callers may 
not thoughtlessly transport the con 
tagion. All these precautions are 
easily taken, and neglect amounts al- 
most to murder. 

The doctors say that belladona is 
a good preventive and it can be 
given to a sufficient extent with safety 
although it is not a safe medicine in 
careless hands. When the pupils of 
the eye begin to dilate, the medicine 
should be stopped.

Probably no town of its size in 
the country consumes so much fish 
as Reno.

Haggin i Care in Kern county, 
Cal have a novel way of manag- 
ing truly cows at their dairy. K 
corral is made triangular in shape, 
and in one corner is an opening 
which leads into a long passage- 
way, about 112 feet in length, two 
and a half feet wide, and bigh 
enough to admit the tallest animal. 


The passage, or hall, has a gate at 
either enti and Is divided off inte 
sixteen stalls of seven feet each by 
inserting bars across it. The cows 
ate driven frem the triangular cor- 
ral inte this hall, the bars baving 
ef ceurse first been removed, and 


their proper place, esch cow being 
confined in a separate stall. Each 
has a separate gute, about two feet 
square, directly under the animal’s 


udder. The milker opens this gate, 
seats bimself and. milks, after 
which he closes the gate and pro- 
ceeds to the next until all have 
been milked. ‘The front gate lead- 
ing iuto the pasture is then opened 
and the bars removed and the cows 
allowed to pass ou into the pasture; 
after which the gate is closed and 
the stalls again filled from the cor- 
ral, and soon until all have been 
milked. The man in charge of the 
dairy says the plan works to per- 
fection. Every cow on coming ! 

must first pass through this lane. 
After becoming docile they are 
turned into the larger corral with 
the gentle stock. Butif they prove 
intractable they are given two 
calves to support, and continued 
in the stalls till they accept them, 
and are then turned into the pas- 
ture. Heifers are brokeu without 
the slightest trouble. They learn 
to stand from the first, and being 
subject to no ill treatment, s00D 
iose all fear of man. :
